MADISON - Gov. Warren P. 


Knowles in a special message to 
the Legislature today appealed 
for more support and attention 
to solve the growing problems 
of the growing cities in Wiscon- 
sin. He detailed a series of 
precedent-making proposals for 
the relief of the cities' plight. 


The state government as a 


partner of the new administra- 
tion in Washington, said the 
Republican g o v e r n o r , can 
render significant aid to the 
local governments of Wisconsin 
and especially to the urban 
governments which in another 
decade will account for three 
out of every four persons in 
Wisconsin. 


Himself a product of a rural 


background, the governor ad- 
dressed a legislature which his- 
torically has been rural oriented 
and has shown a lack of interest 
— if not outright opposition — 
to the more anxious appeals of 
Wisconsin cities. 


There is no question of the 


reality of urban problems, the 


governor told the lawmakers, 
adding that the question is what 
role the state should play in 
settling them. 


"This is a question of over- 


riding importance to each of us. 
Upon its answer rests the final 
determination of what our state 
is to become in the years 


ahead," he declared. 


Knowles made no direct ref- 


erence to the Alliance of Cities, 
a federation of the larger com- 
munities of the state formed 
explicitly to direct a lobbying 
assault upon Madison for the 
financial relief of larger muni- 
cipalities. He endorsed, how-

MADISON — An unbroken 


string of suburban and urban 
communities extending from 
Chicago to Green Bay through 
eastern Wisconsin and the 
Fox River Valley was visu- 
alized today by Gov.

The governor said the new 


Interstate highway from Mil- 
waukee east of Lake Winne- 
bago into the Fox River 
Valley, recently authorized by 
the federal government, "will 
have profound implications for 
the area it traverses" because 
it will stimulate its economic 
and population growth. 


Vofe of Confidence 
Pentagon to Press 
Fill Development 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon is preparing to ask 
Congress for money to buy at 
least 60 more models of the Fill 
fighter-bomber which has just 
suffered its 13th crash in 26 
months, sources report. 


The move is interpreted by 


Air Force officers and other of- 
ficials 
intimately 
associated 


with Fill production as the Nix- 
on administration's vote of con- 
fidence in the controversial air- 
craft. 


Barring last minute budget- 


ary revisions, about $500 million 
for the Fill program will go 
into the proposed fiscal 1970 de- 
fense budget expected to be for- 
warded soon to Capitol Hill. 


The new buy 
will bring 


planned production of the super- 
sonic Fill to around 400 planes. 
General Dynamics is already 
signed to turn out 331. And the 
Air Force may seek later this 
year to go far beyond 400. 


Like other major weapons 


systems, the Fill project in re- 
cent days has been subjected to 
an extensive review by the new 
Pentagon team of Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. Laird. 


Air Force sources expect the 


Fill program to emerge largely 
intact from this dollar-cutting 
re-examination of defense pro- 
grams inherited by the Republi- 
can administration 
from the 


outgoing Democrats. 


Officials say the review has 


dealt with "cost-effective" ques- 
tions about the plane rather 
than any technical problems 
which have been encountered. 


The Fill accident rate and 


soaring cost problems have 
stirred criticism in Congress, 
where Sen. Stuart Symington, 
D-Mo., first secretary of the Air 
Force, is on record as calling 
for an investigation of the pro- 
gram and possibly its cancella- 
tion.

Next Best 


The F4 Phantom, regarded as 


the next-best thing to the Fill 
and currently in use in Vietnam, 
had 13 crashes after a cumula- 
tive total of 21,000 hours flying 
time. The 13th Fill crash oc- 
curred at 25,000 flying hours. 
The F105 Thunderchief had a 
worse record than the F4. 


Six of the 13 Fill crashes re- 


main officially unsolved. The 
Air Force says four occurred 
due to pilot error. Three others 
were attributed to mechanical 
causes. 


Two planes were lost to un- 


known causes when a nine-plane 
Fill squadron deployed to Thai- 
land for several months last 
year for a test trial under com- 
bat conditions. 


All operational Fills have 


been flying under load limita- 
tions since last October when a 
test wing rig failed during a 
ground "fatigue" test. 


That failure involved a crack 


around a bolt hole in what is 
known as a "carry-through" fit- 
ting, the steel, boxlike structure 
in the fuselage around which the 
Fill's suing-wings pivot. 


Officials said in an interview 


5,000 other bolt holes in Fills 
have been checked with no oth- 
er similar crack detected, but 
strengthening nevertheless was 
felt prudent. 


The Australians are buying 24 


Fills but are refusing to accept 
any until the "carry-through" 
fitting problem is ironed out. 


Better Than Navy's 


Despite the string of crashes, 


officials maintain that the Air 
Force's Fill, which embraces 
an "A" series and as well as a 
later "D" model which has im- 
proved electronics, has had far 
less development trouble than 
the ill-fated Navy F111B. 


The F111B, canceled last year 


after more than $200 million 
was spent in its development, 
was supposed to have the sim- 
ple task of being able to fly off 
Navy carriers and intercept at- 
tacking bombers.

posed to come from basically 
the same mold as the Fill A, as 
stipulated by former Secretary

Three Facets 


The "triumvirate" of the ur- 


ban crisis is housing, education 
and jobs, Knowles said. He 
asked for more flexible laws on 
urban boundary adjustments, 
state collaboration in the model 
cities and related 
programs, 


state housing assistance, a job 
skill center to provide work 
opportunities for high 
school 


youth, an inter-related language 
skill center for the disadvantag- 
ed, an experimental pilot proj- 
ect for elementary education to 
aid the poor and disadvantaged 
state-wide, state help in skills 
raining, on the job training, 
work preparation and job find- 
ng, vocational rehabilitation for 
righ school dropouts and a 
special fund for the state school 
department for innovative proj- 
ects for the urban and rural 
poor children of Wisconsin. 


There are no frills in what I 


am proposing — no luxuries," 
Knowles said. "It offers not a 
handout, but a helping hand." 


The governor reminded the 


legislature of the huge expendi- 
;ures for social services, and 
explained that it provides "no 
direct pay-off in removing indi- 
viduals from poverty." He said 
he state must make an invest- 
ment in getting people off of 
relief rolls and onto payrolls. 


Reduction in Cities? 


The governor did not explicit- 


ly ask for a reduction of the 568 
cities and villages in the state, 
but hinted broadly, as did the 
Tarr study, that a reorganiza- 
tion of the local government 
structure may be desirable. 


He specifically endorsed Tarr 


proposals for easier municipal 
boundary adjustments and the 
creation of a state municipal 
boundary commission to assist 
in such work. He also said the 
county in the future will be a 
logical instrument for area-wide 
governmental services, and en 
dorsed the plan for a county 
executive with broad powers. 
The latter will be on a constitu- 
tional referendum ballot in the 
April election. 


Knowles said the new Nixon 


administration is pledged to 
create a new partnership with 
those states that are willing to 
assert state-local leadership on 
their own behalf. Much of the 
money required for better urban 
government in the future must 
come from Washington, the 
governor said, and the state 
government must be directly 
involved in its disposition.

Highest Since Last May 
Allied Losses Jump Sharply 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S., South 


Vietnamese and enemy casual- 
ties jumped to their highest lev- 
el since last May during the 
first week of the Viet Cong's 
current spring offensive, the al- 
ied commands announced to- 
day. 


The U.S. Command said 453 


Americans 
were killed 
last 


week and 2,593 were wounded, 
with 1,051 of the latter hospital- 
zed. The number of dead was 
nearly 
triple 
the previously 


weekly average for 1969 and 
was the highest American toll 
since the week of May 12-18, 
1968, when 549 were killed and 
2,282 were wounded during an- 
other big enemy offensive. 


The Saigon government re- 


ported 521 of its men killed, 
while the allied commands said 
at least 6,752 Viet Cong and 
Slorth Vietnamese died in the 
first seven days of the enemy's 
new drive on South Vietnamese 
towns and allied military instal- 
ations.

The coalition only began in 


August, Peterson said, but it 
already has 23 state organiza- 
tions and is forming groups in 
10 other states. Peterson said 
the group will continue to op- 
pose the Vietnam war. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand also reported 2,072 of its 
men wounded last week and 50 
missing. 


The U.S. Command said the 


weekly casualty report raised 
the total number of Americans 
killed in combat in Vietnam to 
32,376 including 9,425 since pre- 
liminary peace talks began in 
Paris last May 13. Of the latter 
number, 2,319 died after South 
Vietnam agreed on Dec. 7 to 
join the talks. 


U.S. headquarters said at 


least 457,132 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese have been 
killed since Jan. 1, 1961, when 
the United States entered the 
war. 


Civilian Casualties 


The South Vietnamese govern- 


ment also reported 208 civilians 
killed and 677 wounded during 
the first seven days of the ene- 
my offensive last week. The toll 
continued to rise today as Sai- 
gon was hit by the most devas- 
tating shelling in the offensive 
so far. Heavy rockets smashed 
into a densely populated slum, 
killing at least 25 civilians and 
wounding more than 70. Most of 
the dead were children. 


The rocket barrage crashed in 


less than 24 hours after Presi- 
dent Nixon warned that the 
United States would not tolerate 
the continuation of such attacks 
However, the shelling was not 
believed to be a reply to that 
warning because the enemy's 
communications facilities 
are 


not 
thought to be 
efficient 


enough to arrange such a quick 
reaction. 


It was the fourth rocket at- 


tack on Saigon since the Viet 
Cong offensive began Feb. 25. 


Informed sources said the 


U.S. Air Force and Navy had a 
variety of plans ready for retali- 
ation and could resume the 
bombing of North Vietnam in 
less than 24 hours if Nixon told 
ti.em to. But the President indi- 
cated Tuesday night he would 
make no decision until he got a 
report from Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird, due in Saigon 
later today. 


Violated Agreement 


Nixon at his news conference 


Tuesday noted the three pre- 
vious rocket attacks on Saigon, 
said they technically violated 
the understanding under which 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
was halted, and declared, "An 
appropriate response to these 
attacks will be made if they 
continue." 


Asked if an appropriate re- 


sponse would include resump- 
tion of the bombing, Nixon said 
he wouldn't indicate in advance 
'that we're going to start bomb- 
ing the North or anything else." 


There was no immediate com- 


ment from the White House on 
the shelling today, which hit 
Saigon at 6 a.m., an hour before 
dawn. 


Seven 100-pound Russian rock- 


ets hit the city and three of the 
six-foot missiles did the devas- 
tation. 


They landed in the Fourth 


Precinct, an area of teeming 
slums 
and warehouses 
just 


south of a river. Sixteen persons 
were killed by two of the rock- 
ets that fell about 100 yards 
apart in a thickly populated sec- 
tion of wood and tin shanties. 
Three others were killed by an- 
other 
rocket 
that 
crashed 


through two floors of their house 
a few blocks away, and not far 
from where a rocket killed eight 
people last Monday. 


At least 17 homes crumbled. 


and some of them went up in 
flames. 


Saigon's central hospital was 


a scene of tragic bedlam as the 


dcad and wounded poured in. 
Women holding bloodstained, 
wounded babies stormed th« 
foyer, 
hysterically 
seeking 


treatment from the 10 doctors 
overwhelmed 
with wounded. 


The corpse of one woman was 
taken from a taxi, a dead child 
held tight in her arms. 


The casualties were the worsl 


in Saigon since Nov. l, when en- 
emy rockets killed 24 civilians 
and wounded 81 a little more 
than two hours before President 
Johnson announced the halt in 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
and the expanded peace nego- 
tiations in Paris. Johnson indi- 
cated the price for halting the 
bombing was an understanding 
with North Vietnam that such 
attacks on South Vietnam's cit- 
ies would cease, but North Viet- 
nam has recently declared that 
it entered into no such tacit 
agreement.

"I am wholly in agreement 


and know that the plans can 
be developed because we are 
well on our way," William 
Sirek, director, told 60 mem- 
bers of the Neenah Club 
recently. He gave them an 
"Inside View of the Growth of 
the Vocational Schools" within 
the four-county 
vocational, 


technical and adult program 
underway since 1967, which 
has been renamed the Fox 
V a l l e y Technical Institute 
(FVTI). 


"During this past year, pull- 


ing together the seven voca- 
tional 
schools in 
Calumet, 


Outagatnie, W a u p a c a and 
Winnebago counties, including 
25 school districts, has been 
like putting seven independent 
corporations under one roof," 
Sirek explained. "The admin- 
istration reorganization 
has 


been going on for more than 
one year and will be complet- 
ed before the end of this 
month." 


There are now 14 associate 


degree programs being offer- 
ed; 
11 vocational diploma 


programs and 18 apprentice 
programs, the director said. 


"All 
of these are designed 


to keep up with the economic 
needs and growth of this four 
county area," he said. "These 
programs provide new skills 
for graduating students and 
updating skills for those al- 
ready employed. 


"We have hit a few snags. 


Our plans for a $6 million 
technical institute by 1971 — 
40 per cent of its cost to be 
supported by federal funds — 
is 
now being 
questioned," 


Sirek said. 


"The vocational act which 


set up the districts throughout 


the country provides for this 
kind of sharing, the bureau of 
the budget has recommended 
that funds be cut but Con- 
gress has not acted upon it. 
So. it can still be reinstated." 


If federal funds are made 


available, it will call for a $4.5 
million bond, based on the 
district's $2 billion equalized 
valuation. Over 20 years, this 
would be a rate of two-tenths 
of a mill, or approximately $4 
on a $10,000 home per year. 


Legislation 
is now being 


prepared in Madison, Sirek 
added, which may eliminate 
local control of vocational and 
technical schools in Wiscon- 
sin's 18 newly created dis- 
tricts. 


"If this becomes a referen- 


dum matter, 
there are a 


number of factors I ask you 
to weigh carefully," Sirek 
urged. 


"State control of the voca- 


tional districts would mean 


another board of regents and 
loss of local control of the 
vocational programs. Now we 
can offer programs which do 
meet the specific needs of this 
district. 


"Advocates of state control 


are saying that it would mean 
lower property tax — but it 
will still cost money," Sirek 
continued. It would cost $60 to- 
$90 million for the state to 
buy the existing vocational 
schools. A realistic annual 
budget for the state would be 
between $50 and $60 million. 


"What we had better ask 


ourselves, seriously, is if we 
sent $1 to state, are we going 
to get $1 back? 


"There is no escaping the 


fact that the state will also 
look to the affluence of this 
area to pay more to support 
areas in the state which do 
not have adequate tax bases 
to support vocational 
pro- 


grams," he added.

ing to protect the rights of all 
members of the university com- 
munity was endorsed

mously Monday by the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Green Bay 
(UWGB) faculty. 


On the planning boards over a 


year, the proposed code will be 
submitted for action at the UW 
Board of Regents March 14 
meeting in Madison. 


If approved, it will be effec- 


tive immediately on all four 
UWGB campuses, including the 
Fox Valley Campus at Menasha. 


United Student Government 


members voted unanimous ap- 
proval of the code Feb. 22, 
following a series of open hear- 
ings before UWGB students and 
faculty at all four campuses. 


The code proposal also was

Regents Set Tone 


UWGB Chancellor Edward W. 


Weidner said that guidelines for 
the code were established by 
the regents in July, 1968, when 
they requested that each unit of 
the university prepare such a 
document as the basis for 
disciplinary action in the future. 


"The 
remarkable consensus 


on the code is a tribute to the 
long and careful work of the 
committee and the active parti- 
cipation of many people—stu- 
dents and faculty alike—in writ- 
ing its provisions," Weidner 
commented. "In the best spirit 
of the traditions of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, the code 
protects and preserves aca- 
demic freedom, including the 
right to dissent which is guaran- 
teed by the U.S. Constitution," 
he added. 


"At the same time, the code 


helps carry out the university's 
determination that students and 
faculty members who exercise 
the right to dissent shall not 
infringe upon the equally valid 
rights of others, including the 
right of free access to class- 
rooms, offices and forums of 
the university," Weidner said. 


Suspension Power 


The code reaffirms the uni- 


versity philosophy that a stu- 
dent must be held responsible 
for his own conduct. If he 
breaks a law, he will be subject 
to prosecution by federal, state 
or local authorities in the same 
manner as any other person. 


In acts of misconduct on the 


campus, the university admin- 
istration is empowered to sus- 
pend a student immediately if it 
appears the act will be repeat- 
ed, if the health or safety of 
persons is endangered or if 
suspension seems necessary to 
permit the university to carry 
on its normal functions. If a 
student is suspended under 
these circumstances, however, 
he is guaranteed the right to a 
hearing within ft hours before a 
faculty-student committee to de-

Henry Ahlgren Moves Up 


The promotion of Henry L. Ahlgren, 


one of the best 
known men on the 


University of Wisconsin staff as a distin- 
guished agronomist and a long-time leader 
in its cooperative agricultural extension 
services, will be generally applauded, and 
with special enthusiasm in rural and small 
town Wisconsin. 


Indeed, there are some persons closely 


acquainted with the university's extension 
work who may have wondered why Mr. 
Ahlgren was passed up a couple of years 
ago when President Harrington reorganized 
the off • campus services of the university 
and put Donald McNeil at the head of the 
joined department with the title of chancel- 
lor. Mr. McNeil is now headed for another 
job elsewhere, and perhaps with a finger to 
the wind. President Harrington has chosen 
as the new chancellor the man widely 
regarded as having been the natural choice 
for the assignment in the first instance. 


The Harrington administration has been 


trying to "urbanize" university extension, 
or at the very least, to minimize its historic 
association with rural affairs and agricul- 
ture. There are critics, among th'-m some 
ranking members of the university's agri- 
cultural college faculty, who regarded the 
consolidation of two years ago as more 
nominal than real and who feel that co- 
operative agricultural extension remains 


the bone and smew of the university's ex- 
tension service 


Because we are inclined to share that 


view, we applaud with some enthusiasm the 
belated rise of Mr. Ahlgren, for three 
decades a leader in 
the 
university's 


agricultural and rural programs, a former 
chairman of its agronomy department, a 
nationally recognized research man in his 
field, and a man with extensive and 
important acquaintanceship 
with 
public 


officials from Washington to the county 
boards and town boards of Wisconsin, and 
not least, with the principal farm organiza- 
tions of the state. 


No man 
of our 
acquaintance 
has 


performed more useful work for Wisconsin 
agriculture — which remains a vital 
element of our economy in spite of our 
steady industrial expansion — than this 
scientist whose help in developing new 
cattle forage varieties and in pasture 
improvement is recognized throughout the 
country. 


"Henry Ahlgren is known in every 


county of Wisconsin 
as a man who 


understands this state, its people and its 
needs," the university president said in 
making public his advancement in rank and 
responsibility. We agree that it was a good 
choice, a natural choice, and one that will 
be received cordially by the people of the 
state. 


White and Black America 


There were a lot of Americans who 


disagreed with the white racism emphasis 
of the Kerner Commission Report on Racial 
Relations published about a year ago. But a 
follow-up investigation 
by two private 


agencies has found that the situations 
decried in the Kerner report not only exist; 
there has been little constructive effort to 
eradicate them. 


The Urban Coalition, headed by John 


Gardner, former Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, and Urban Amer- 
ica. Inc., with Terry Sanford, former 
governor of North Carolina as its director, 
have found that "we are a year closer to 
being two societies, black and white, 
increasingly separate and scarcely less 
unequal." 


In particular, the latest report cites the 


slide downhill of ghetto schools, 
"the 


continuing disparity between poverty and 
the general affluence" and that "at present, 
there are no programs that 
seriously 


threaten the continued existence of the 
slums." The welfare system has not been 
reformed and there "is lack of a public job- 
creation program to complement increased 
private-public job training efforts." Violent 
crimes continue to increase. "Progress in 
dealing with the 
conditions 
of slum- 


ghetto life has been nowhere in scale with 
the problems." There has not been "even a 
serious start toward the changes in national 
priorities, programs, and institutions advo- 
cated" by the Kerner Commission. 


The report also points out that "by the 


end of 1968 it was evident that millions of 
white Americans were tired of hearing 


about these conditions . . . but there 
remains a wide gulf between the way 
blacks and whites see America, which may 
again prove explosive — and the fuse is of 
indeterminate length." 


While the war in Vietnam continues to 


use up such vast amounts of the taxpayers' 
money, it seems unlikely that Americans 
will be able to switch priorities and explore 
the changes that must be made if blacks 
and whites are to live in harmony. Too 
many white Americans also see the prob- 
lem only as one of law and order and they 
point to the moves of black separatists to 
prove that integration is not the real aim. 
But the latest report emphasizes that it Is 
only a small percentage of the Negro 
population that wants complete separatism. 
Black pride is increasing, however, and this 
has contributed toward the relative quiet in 
the cities last summer. 


But if it appears that only riots and 


violence can awaken the concern if not the 
conscience of white America to do some- 
thing about the problems of poverty and 
ghetto life, we may be quite sure that there 
will be other long, hot summers with many 
of our cities on the verge — or in the 
middle — of explosion. 


The outlay in money could be tremen- 


dous. But more than hard cash is needed. 
White Americans must come to recognize 
the plight of those who live in the ghettoes. 
they must resolve to offer help and they 
must, without too much 
breast-beating, 


acknowledge 
t h a t 
the discrimination 


against the Negro in the last century has 
been a major contribution to his misery 
todav. 


Garrison Will be Remembered 


About the only thing good that can be 


said about the New Orleans trial of Clay 
Shaw is that it took the jury only one ballot 
to agree unanimously on a verdict of 
innocent. 


Even from this distance, the charges 


that Shaw conspired to kill President 
Kennedy seemed" little more than a publici- 
ty stunt by Dist. Atty. James Garrison from 
the start. There were investigators who 
quit because they did not reach conclusions 
the district attorney wanted. There were 
stories of hypnotized witnesses There was 
Garrison 
on national television shows 


explaining that just about everybody from 
President Johnson to the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency was covering up the truth. 
There was a private fund to prosecute the 
case and explanations that Garrison really 
was only using the case as a springboard to 
higher office. 


But there also was a defendant who had 


to wait two years for his day in court. In 
keeping with the rules, the New Orleans 
press held its criticism while the case was 
in court. But both of the city's major 
newspapers now call the case a disgrace to 
the city, and the New Orleans Stales-Item 
has demanded Garrison's resignation. 


William Gossett, president of the Amer- 


ican Bar Association, has suggested that the 
Louisiana Bar consider disciplinary action 
against Garrison. But Gossett notes it 
would 
take proof 
that Garrison 
was 


"deliberately malicious" to disbar Garrison 
as a lawyer, since a lawyer cannot be 
disbarred for "incompetence." 


Whether Garrison was malicious or 


incompetent, the voters should certainly 
remember this whole sorry business the 
next time Garrison's name appears on the 
ballot.

Nixon Trip Didn't Really Change 


Fact Europe Has Real Problems

PARIS — President Nixon 


left Europe on Sunday trailing 
clouds of harmony and friend- 
ship. But to what purpose? 


It is not easy to see how the 


good feeling can affect the 
future organization of Europe, 
or even negotiations with the 
Soviet Union. Probably the 
most that can be reasonably 
claimed for the President's 
trip is that it was a new 
witness to the American com- 
mitment to Europe — a refu- 
tation of the danger of neo- 
isolationism. 


With respect to the organiza- 


tion of Europe, all the old 
problems remain. There is, for 
openers, the little matter of 
the Common Market. 


As everybody 
knows, the 


British are out and want in. 
Five of the six present mem- 
bers support the British bid. 
But the French are in and 
want to keep the British out. 
And they can force a crisis, 
and maybe even break up the 
whole thing, on a fight over 
agricultural p r i c e supports 
that is shaping up for this fall. 
THEN THERE'S NATO 


Then there is the matter of 


the North Atlantic Alliance. 
The United States with its vast 
resources and nuclear arsenal 
has dominated the alliance 
from the outset. The Europe- 
ans have increasingly found it 
difficult to play a role. 


But as they slacken their 


efforts for the alliance, pres- 
sure tends to build in Washing- 
Ion for a winding-down of the 
American military presence in 
Europe. And that pressure 
gives the Russians the wrong 
ideas about what they can do 
in Eastern Europe and along 
the borders of West Germany. 


President 
Nixon won his 


plaudits largely by avoiding 
these difficult subjects 
His 


theme was Europe for the 
Europeans. He was going to 
leave all these European prob- 
lems for the Europeans to 
work out for themselves. 


But the record suggests that 


the Europeans cannot work 
out these problems among 
themselves. It suggests that 
they will continue to fight 
internally, and let 
matters 


drift and institutions decay. 
And when matters 
become

serious, when new arrange- 
ments finally h a v e to be 
made, the odds are that Wash- 
ington will once more have to 
take the lead. 


As to American dealings 


with Russia, the Europeans, 
having been abundantly con- 
sulted, would probably not 
soon say dirty things about 
Mr. 
Nixon if he went to 


Moscow. But does he really 
want to deal at the summit in 
the near future? 


Mr. Nixon took his time 


about receiving Soviet Ambas- 
sador Anatoly Dobrynin when 
the latter returned to Wash- 
ington last month with a 
request 
for an 
immediate 


meeting. During the trip, Mr. 
Nixon kept asking European 
leaders why the Russians were 
being so nice to him. Though 
he understands the need for 
strategic arms limitation talks 
— or SALT, as the experts say 
— 
the 
President's 
instinct 


seems to be for beginning such 
talks quietly and at a low 
level. 
SUMMIT IS WAYS OFF 


In short, Mr Nixon seems to 


be very guarded about dealing 
with Russia. A summit seems 
further off than most people 


imagine, and the European 
trip did little to advance the 
matter one way or another. 


What the trip unmistakably 


did do, however, was to ex- 
press the continuing American 
commitment to Atlantic co- 
operation. The President came 
to Europe only five weeks 
after his inauguration. In ef- 
fect he has had consultation 
with the Europeans 
before 


opening serious talks with the 
black community and the Con- 
gress, not to mention labor 
and business and various re- 
gional interests back home. 


In the course of the trip he 


plighted all the old troths of 
political, economic, and mili- 
tary cooperation. 
A n d his 


meetings w i t h non-govern- 
mental persons in Europe un- 
derlined a tie that is far more 
binding than any of the official 
bonds. The European econo- 
mists, businessmen, u n i o n 
leaders, intellectuals, bankers, 
and journalists w h o m the 
President m e t in London, 
Bonn, and Paris have ties with 
American economists, b u s i- 
nessmen, union leaders, intel- 
lectuals, bankers and journal- 
ists. There are a whole series 
of 
transatlantic connections 


far more intimate than mere 
government-to-government re- 
lations. 


The fact is that in thousands 


of different ways — public and 
private, profitable and chari- 
table, wittingly and unwitting- 
ly, in trade, education, culture, 
military affairs, and politics— 
the United States and Europe 
arc mixed up one with the 
other. An American withdraw- 
al is simply not on. And the 
danger of neoisolationism is, 
for the most part, a bogus 
fraud invented by the archi- 
tects of the Vietnam policy as 
a final justification for contin- 
uing that long-drawn-out disas- 
ter.

The governor did like- 
wise in his special message to 
the legislature asking for sup- 
port, although he had no 
objection to the idea of an 
advisory referendum and in 
fact supported the plan. 


But now there is posed the 


distinct possibility that one of 
the questions, namely the is- 
sue of water pollution, will get 
a favorable vote from the 
people and that the second 
may be turned down. 


All of which was understood 


by the legislature which made 
the decision to submit the two 
questions separately. 


"Who is likely to vote for 


dirty water?" asked one of 
them rhetorically in a chat 
with a reporter.

It has been a political issue 
for years and worries thou- 
sands of persons. It has the 
involvement of the thousands 
of local officials who confront 
the responsibility for financing 
huge and costly waste treat- 
ment plants and who will be 
eager to have the state bond 
itself to pick up a large part of 
the liability for such capital 
expenditures. 


CAN'T MUSTER SUPPORT 


It is improbable that the 


supporters of an enlarged park 
and recreation program, eager 
as they demonstrably are, can 
muster comparable electoral 
backing, especially since there 
are also some quiet but influ- 
ential critics of the program 
as it has been administered 
during its first stage. 


When the question of the 


mechanics of the referendum 
was being discussed on the 
floor of the legislature, some 
members complained that the 
authors of the phrasing were 
not being entirely candid with 
the voter on the cost liability 
of the proposition being sub- 
mitted. 


All of the discussion thus far 


has centered on the figure of 
$200 million for the joint 
bonding program. It may be 
that a voter should be able to 
deduce that $200 million worth 
of bonds will mean far more 
than that in tax liability over 
the next several decades, be- 
cause of the interest charges.

INTEREST COSTS RISE 


One legislator said the total 


cost would probably be about 
$400 million, including debt 
service costs, and he was 
undoubtedly right. The state 
recently sold a bond issue at a 
record high of 5.3 per cent. 
There is very little to show 
that the money market will 
change quickly. 


Yet there is a good chance 


that the figure will be publi- 
cized sufficiently during the 
next month — despite its 
omission from the ballot — to 
inspire doubts in the minds of 
many voters already aroused 
and concerned about fiscal 
trends on all levels of govern- 
ment. 


Complicating the situation 


further is the fact that the

That amendment won't com- 


mit the state to borrow. It wilJ 
merely provide for a more 
straight-forward m e t h o d of 
borrowing with more demo- 
cratic controls when the men 
elected to manage state af- 
fairs decide it is necessary 
and prudent to do so. But in 
juxtaposition with the advisory 
questions on borrowing, among 
voters who are only vaguely fa- 
miliar with the operations there 
is certain to be some confusion.

and Helmstedt from 9 a.m. to 
noon. 


A West Berlin customs officer 


said one lane at the West Berlin 
end had been left open, appar- 
ently for vehicles of the U.S., 
British and French garrisons, 
but it was not known if any had 
gone through. 


The East Germans could be 


trying to give credence to their 
claim that periodic closing of 
the autobahn is necessary be- 
cause of Warsaw Pact maneu- 
vers in the area. 


Westerners Puzzled 


Meanwhile, 
West Berliners 


and others were asking why the 
Communists hadn't done more 
to interfere with the uneventful 
presidential election. 


There were no sonic booms 


from East German MIGs over 
the West Berlin hall in which 
the Federal Assembly elected 
Gustav Heinemann, a 69-year- 
old Socialist. There was no bar- 
rage of propaganda leaflets, no 
buzzing of Western airliners en 
route to Berlin and not even the 
massive demonstrations threat- 
ened by West Berlin's militant 
New Left. 


Instead, after weeks of Com- 


munist warnings that the elec- 
tion could not be held in Berlin 
without "grave measures" of 
reprisal, the East Germans 
closed the roads between the 
city and West Germany while 
1,021 members of the West Ger- 
man Federal Assembly elected 
Heinemann to be president for 
the next five years. 


First the Communists closed 


both ends of the most-traveled 
autobahn to the West for three 
hours, until U.S. and British 
military convoys appeared to 
make the trip. 


Hold Up Traffic 


Then for four hours in the aft- 


ernoon they closed all roads in 
and out West Berlin, held up 
traffic to the city caught inside 
East Germany and slowed up 
the processing of cars and trucks 
at the West German border. 


It was the most serious in- 


fringement on 
Berlin 


routes in years. But there was 
no report of any tampering with 
the air corridors used by the 
presidential electors to go to 
and from the city. That would 
have brought an immediate 
confrontation between the Rus- 
sians and the Americans, Brit- 
ish and French. 


Some diplomatic observers 


said they thought Soviet Com- 
munist Party chief Leonid 
Brezhnev and Premier Alexei 
Kosygin decided to put a dam- 
per on saber-rattling East Ger- 
man leader Walter Ulbricht so 
as to improve the climate for fu- 
ture negotiations with the Nixon 
administration. 


For Berliners, accustomed to 


living in one of the flashpoints 
of East-West tension, it was a 
welcome letdown. 


Equally surprising was the si- 


lence of the city's militant "ex- 
tra-parliamentary 
opposition," 


which had threatened to prevent 
the election. Some 8,000 riot po- 
lice around the election 
hall 


were left with nothing to do but 
try to keep warm on the winter 
day. 


Wins on Third Ballot 


Heinemann, West Germany's 


justice minister, was elected to 
the largely ceremonial presiden- 
cy on the third ballot, and the 
election took 8'/z hours. He de- 
feated Defense Minister Ger- 
hard Schroeder, a Christian 
Democrat, by a vote of 512-506. 


The two parties form a coali- 


tion government in West Ger- 
many, and the closeness of the 
presidential election points up 
how close September's parlia- 
mentary elections will be. 


Heinemann takes office July 


1, succeeding President Hein- 
rich Luebke.
